INTERVIEW SUMMARY AND STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW 

A telephonic interview was conducted on November 28, 2007 with applicants' 
representative and attorney of record Cary S. Kappel, Reg. No. 36,561. 

The substance of the interview was that the Examiner and applicant's representative 
discussed the current rejections of the Office Action dated September 10, 2007 and the 
arguments set forth in the response dated July 17, 2007. All of the arguments set forth in that 
response were reasserted by applicants. In addition, the Examiner and the applicant's 
representative particularly discussed the use of the term "about perpendicular" in claims 1, 2, 3, 
30 and 31. Applicant argued that this limitation was clearly absent from the cited prior art. 

Although no definitive agreement was reached between the Examiner and the applicant's 
representative with respect to the current rejections, applicant said it would consider amending 
claims 1, 2, 3, 30 and 31 to no longer recite "about" preceding "perpendicular".
